Messrs. E. R. and F. Turner, of Ipswich, are chiefly showing 
mi'ls, but they also have a Vibromoter, similar to that exhibited 
by the Hardy Pick Company. It differs from the other machine 
in the position given to the rotating weight. In screening coal 
the vibration is required to be greatest at the upper end of the 
sieve, so that in the Hardy Company’s machines the axis round 
which the weight revolves is fixed to that p»rt. In Messrs. 
Turner’s Vibromotor the weight is in a box in the centre of the 
sieves, in order that the agitation may be equal in all parts. The 
box containing the two sieves is 5 feet long by 3 feet wide ; the 
driving rod is 3 inch diameter, and it makes 300 revolutions a 
minute. They also show a small Vibromotor with driving rod, 
rs inch diameter, and making 1000 revolutionsa minute. Amongst 
the mills made by this fiem is an old-fashioned stone flourmill, 
with 36 inch stones, They say that there isa great demand for 
this type of mill for South Africa. 

The number of different types of windmills exhibited at the 
Royal Agricultural Show is increasing every year, which seems 
to be an indication that this class of motor is coming more and 
more into general use. Formerly they were rarely used in 
England except for flourmills, but now we find them continu- 
ally employed for pumping operations, though not to the same 
extent as in other countries, For elestric light installations 
they are also very suitable, of course, in connection with. a 
battery of accumulators. Of those shown at Darlington, the 
Halladay, exhibited by Messrs. Alfred Williams and Co., of 
Great Eastern-street, is probably the best known; but the 
Albion, the Clutha, the Ideal, ond several others are on 
view, including a horizontal “wind-motor.” Messrs, Williams 
also exhibit various-sized tube wells, and the apparatus for 
driving them ; also artesian well-boring plant. 

A lamp which is very suitable for all out-door work is tha 
Self-cleansing Comet Lamp of Messrs, Sinclair and Co, Eldon- 
street. Jt is iu use for nightwork at the Karl's Court Exhibition, 
and worked satisfactorily during the severe frost of January and 
February. The body of the lampis a rivetted iron tank, iuto 
which petroleum is poured, and the valve closed. Air is then 
forced in witha hand-pump, till there is a pressure of 20 Ibs. to 
the square inch. The oil is vapourised before being burnt, and 
as the vapouriser can be turned in any direction, and the tube 
connecting it with the main body of the lamp can be of any 
length, and flexible if necessary, it will be seen that the lamp 
can be used for thawing pipes, melting lead, and other similar 
purposes, as well as for lighting. 

Messrs. R. Hornsby and Sons (Limited), of Grantham, show 
a number of oil-engines, including one of 40 brake-horse-power. 
This is to go to Coolgardie, where, on account of the scarcity of 
water, cil-engines are preferre! to steam-engines, and it is in- 
tended to drive an electiic installation surp'ied by Messrs. 
Easton, Anderson, and Goolden (Lim 'ted), of Erith, 

Another exhibit very interesting to miners is that of Messrs. 
G. Cradock and Co., of Wakefield. They not only show new 
wire rope, but sections of mining cab'es that have been in use 
fr many years. Amongst these may be cited one from the 
Eastwell Iron Ore Company, of Nottingham, which was taken 
off last January, after having worked for 14 years without 
requiring any repxirs, Another sample is from tho Unstone 
Coal and Coke Company (Limited), Unstone, near Sheffield. 
This has worked continuously for 11 years and 8 mouths without 
repair, and has just been removed.

Experienced, competent, and disinterested experts assert 
that these properties are second to none in Western Australia, 
and some even contend that these gold reefs are the richest in the 
colony.

inland revenue, £9 3s. 4d.; total, £10,688 9:.11d. The profit on 
the 16 weeks’ working amounted t» £370 33. 4d., and with the 
balance of £1317 19:. 7d. from the last account, there would be

Captain TEAGUE read the agents’ report as follows: —

Captain TEAGUE, in supplementing his report, said that per- 
haps, on the whole, the prospects showed an improvement, and 
the sinking at Martin’s east shafc would bring them down in what 
they hoped tobe moresettled ground. They would have the advan- 
tage of opening up the new ground added t the sett some time ago, 
and they would have 69 or 70 fathoms on the lode. Daring the last 
month they had lost 14 of the best men, who had gone abroad, It 
was a severe drain on the mine, though he was pleased to say they 
had one first-class pitman lefr, and the work done gave him very 
great credit. He hoped that by the next meeting the work in the 
mine would be complete, and it would then bear comparison as re- 
gards its pumping arrangements with anything he bai seen in con- 
nection with Cornish mining. (Applause.) 

The CHAIRMAN said he did not think there was any very 
striking feature in the report, The copper and arsenic were 
somewhat less in quantity ard valae, but tin hai increased 
both in quantity and value. Towards the beginning of the quarter 
tin advanced somewhat rapidly, and they hoped it would continue, 
bot unfortunately it had receded. There had, however, been an 
increase in the average price of tin of £1 73.91, per ton. In dealing 
with the accounts, it was well to remember that whilst the credits 
were given for the four months, only three month’s merchants’ bills 
had been charged. The committee had agreed with the committees 
of the other mines in the district to share for the pumping charges 
of Wheal Agar for six weeks. He hoped before the period expired, 
some arrangement would be come to for the pumping of that mine. 
He did not think Tincroft was seriously affected in the matter, but 
as a neighbouring mine the committee thought it best to join in the 
temporary arrangement. He moved the adoption of the report and 
accounts: 

Mr. HEARD seconded the motion, which was carried. 

Tbe CHAIRMAN read a statement of the proceedings of the com- 
mittees of Cook's Kitchen and Tincroft as to the proposed amalga- 
mation of the mines, from which it appeared that Tincroft com- 
mittee made an offer of £2500 to the Cook’s Kitchen shareholders 
for the mine, bat this was declined. A new phase had siace pre- 
sented itself, and a proposition would be put before the meeting for 
their approval. 

Mr, WILLIAMS said that the committee on the former 
occasion thought it best to make an out -and- ont offer to 
Cook’s Kitchen for their mine rather than water the shares, and an 
offer was made of £2500. Cook’s Kitchen shareholders received 
the offer with scorn, and considered it simply an old iron price. 
Now, when they came to look into the circumstances, they would 
see it was very much better than old iron price. They know that a 
great number of shares in Cook’s Kitchen had been relinquished, 
and that when a valaation was made by a practical engineer he 
valued the materials at £1200, and upon that basis the execative 
settled with the relinquishing shareholders. That being so, he did 
not think Tincroft had been so very hard. If Tincroft had based 
their calculations upon the old iron price they would have offered 
£1200; instead of doing that they offered double the amount, 
Finding that there was no chance of the shareholders coming 
together on that basis, the committee had reconsidered the 
matter, and thought the best way would be to water the shares. On 
the previous day there was a meeting of Messrs, T. B. and 
T. R. Bolitho, Mr, Daubuz, Mr. Lanyon, and himself, and having 
fally discussed the matter, they thought they would make a proposal 
to Cook’s Kitchen to give them a certain number of shares for their 
mine. The proposal was that Cook’s Kitchen and Tiacroft shoul i 
be amalgamated on the basis of Cook’s Kitchen shareholders, 
receiving 600 shares in the united mines,and that the Tincrofc 
shares be increased to 6600. Mr. Daubuz had promised to bring 
these terms before the Cook’s Kitchen adventurers, Mr, Williams 
then moved the recommendation of the committee with regard to 
the terms for amalgamation be approved, and the committee be 
authorised to continue the negotiations with a view to the amal- 
gamation on the terms proposed. 

Mr, LANYON seconded, and said the meeting was held at Truro at 
short notice because they found Mr. T. B. Bolitho, Mr. T. R. Bolitho, 
and Mr. M, H. Williams there. It was not an hole-and-corner meet- 
ing, and there was no disposition to co-erce the shareholders in a 
course which they did not approve of. They had given the fullest 
consideration to Cook’s Kitchen, and recognising as they did that 
every mine when it was on the point cf being knocked was at its 
richest, they were very anxious that some arrangement should be 
made, and that Cook’s Kitchen shareholders should have the advan- | 
tage of any riches there were in the mine, He thought they all 
viewed the matter with the kindliest feelings, and sympathised with 
those who had spent so mech money. It was with some difficalty 
that the Cook’s Kitchen committee could be brought to see that 600 
shares would be an equivalent for their property, but looking at it all 
round Mr, Bolitho, Mr. Danbuz and the others considered it wa: the 
best that could be done. Mr. Branwell bad also expressed the 
opinion that it was in the interest of the neighbourhood and the 
mining indastry generally that there should be an amalgamation 
of this sort, A very serious phase of the condition of mining was 
shown by Mr. Teague when he said that some of the best men were 
leaving. That not only applied to Tiocroft bat to the whole of the 
mining district, and unless something was done and they could pull 
together to prevent anything like acollapse of the mining indastry, 
their young and best men would continue to be enticed to South 
Africa and other prominent centres. 

Mr, J. WICKETT, in reply to Captain BRENTON, said at the present 
price of the Tincrofs shares the equivalent offered Cook’s Kitchen 
would be worth £4500, but watering the shares t» that extent 
would not mean that Tincreft shares would be decreased in value 
to that amount; the shares would more probably be higher than 
lower in valae. He was one of the Cook's Kitchen shareholders who 


received the first proposal with scorn, but he thought the present 
proposal a very reasonable one, though by no means too liberal. 
Captain BRENTON remarked that he thought it a big amount to 
give for a mine that was not considered worth anything. 
The motion was then pot and carried, and a vote of thanks to the 
Chairman closed the meeting,

A call of 7s. 6d.—Mr. Strauss on the price of tin. 





A four months’ meeting of the adventurers of Carn Brea was held 
on Tuesday, on the mine, Mr. F. HARVEY presiding. 

The accounts showed labour costs amounting to £7587 93. 4d.; 
merchants’ bills, £3370 63. 2d; interest and commission to bank, 
£179 18s, 7d.; and other amounts brought the expenditare ap to 
£11,535 1382, 4d, Black tin sold realised £8470 83. 54.; slime tin, 
£264 63. 11d. ; tin halvans, £237 193. 4d. ; income tax claim allowed,” 
£152 123.; rent of field, &c, £4 123, 3d.; Employers’ Liability, 
£28 83. 3d.; and discount off merchants’ bills, £79 17*. 2d.; total, 
£9238 4:,4d. The loss on the 16 weeks’ working thus amounted to 
£22979. There was a smal! balance from the 20s. call made ia 
March, reducing the deficit to £2114 22, 3.1, 

Captain WuITE read the agents’ report, of which the following 
are extracts :— 

Highburrow east. Harvey’s engine shaft is being sunk below the 334 
fathom level. Having set the whole lift a “ certain birgain,” we are push- 
ing on this work as fast as possible; shaft down 2% fathoms. The 334 
fathom level is driven east of crosscut south of Harvey's shaft 23 fathoms, 
The lode in the end is of a promising character and yielding stonas of tin. 
The 322 level is driven east of Harvey’s shaft 43, fathoms, the iast 
3 fathoms being through alode worth from £3 to £10 per fathom. We 
attach great importance to the improvementin this end, as we consider it 
to be the commencement of the run of tin ground passed through in the 
310 fathom level. The lode in the 310 end east is worth £14 per fathom. In 
the rise In the back of 310 fathom level east £12 per fathom,—Highburrow 
west. The lode in the 286 end east of rise is worth £14 per fathom. In the 
238 end west of rise is worth £15 per fathom. We have 10 pitches work- 
ing on tribute by 28 men, at tributes varying from 10s, to 13s. 4d. in the 
£.—Druid south lode. The workings on this lode at and above the 110 
fathom level are very extensive, extending to fully 80 fathoms east of 
Druid’s shaft, and to the crosscourse west of Trestrail’s shaft, a distance alto- 
gether of about 33) fathoms. The water from this part of the mine is 
being drained to the 140 fathom level by Birker’s engine, Some years ago 
Trestrail’s shaft was sunk from surface with the object of developing this 
lode in depth. This shaft is sunk perpendicular to the 90 fathom 
level and communicated to the 140 fathom level. It is a 
most commodious shaft being 17 feet long by 7 feet wide, 
within timber, its capabilities being quite sufficient for an engine and draw- 
ing lift of the most modern type. Druid south lode is of a softish natare, 
and can be developed quickly; the stuff is also free to stamp, consequently 
the general cost attached to its working will not be so great as in the other 
lodes in the mine. By sinking Trestrail’s shaft below the 140 fathom level 
another lift, stoping ground could soon b2 mide available, which would 
extend the whole lenzth of the present develop nent, and would thus pro- 
vide us with a large and continuous supply of tin-stuff, and so make up for 
any falling off that might occur in any other part of the mine. For its 
future development the erection of an engine and pitwork on Trestrail’s 
shaft would be, under certain circumstances, the best course to adopt, but 
the present low price of tin does not appear to ailow us to make the out- 
lay at present, We are very anxious indeed to open on this lode below the 
140, as, from indications it presents at that level, we expect a decided im- 
provement in depth, the lode for about 60 fathoms east and west of Tres- 
trail’s shaft at the 140 fathom level being worth £10 par fathom. In order 
to sink the shaft another 15 or 20 fathoms we suggest fixing one of our 
large air winches at the 110 fathom level, which could be worked by air 
pipes from our present compressor, Attach this to a small lift required for 
sinking, aud we feel assured that by this means we could sink another lift. 
and so, in ashort time, make available for stoping a large section of ground 
which, we would have no doubt, be of great valus to the mine, To 
out this work we should require to fix a skiproad in the shaft, poppet 
heads, and a landing-brace at surfac2. These, with the air-pipes required 
and some other smaller items necessary for drawing with our present 
Barker’s whim (all of which would be permanent work) together with 
labour in erecting same, would cost about £350, and (say) nine weeks to 
accomplish. We cannot too strongly recommend this work being done, 
believing, as we do, that it will considerably improve the position of the 
mine, 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the report and accounts, 
said the committee were very sorry to again meet the shareholders 
with a loss, but they were pleased to say it was not so large as on 
the previous occasion. With the present price of tin even the best 
mines in the county could not give anything like a good dividend. 
They had an acknowledged authority on tin present—(applause)— 
and he hoped that gentleman would give them his views on the 
prospects of the tin market. He hoped the exploration work in the 
mine would result in a good discovery, and it had always been said 
of Carn Brea, “ Keep on exploring and you will find something 
good.” That had been their experience in the past, and he did not 
see why it should not be in the fatare, They only required £9 
more a ton for tin to pay their way, and a little more to give a 
dividend. 

Mr. N. WILLIAMS seconded the motion, which was carried, 

On the motion of Mr. HEARD, seconded by Mr. Strauss, it was 
decided to make a call of 7, 6d. per share to meet the deficit. 

Mr, ARTHUR STRAUSS, rising at the invitation of the CHAIRMAN, 
seid he could not have a more difficuls task than to make a speech on 
tin at that jancture, when the air was charged with politics. In 
examining the price of tin. he wished to impress upon them that the 
belief that the low price was due to excessive Straits supplies was an 
illasion. He had with him the statistics from the very eminent firm 
of tin merchants, Messrs, A. Strauss and Co,—(a laugh)—and from 
them he found that the Straits shipments had increased every year 
for the last five years ina certain ratio. The same ratio was being 
continued now, and yet the price had gone down, The fact was that 
in former years the consumption was safficient to take all the supply 
from the Straits, but in the last two years the consumption was not 
able to take all the supply. If they considered that, they would come 
to the same conclusion as he did—that it was not owing to excessive 
Straits shipments that the fall had been brought aboat. There 
was no fall from 1889 to 1892, when the increase was the same as 
now. To what wasthis fall,then,dae? They had an iacrease in 
theic available supply, and this was caused by the consamp- 
tion not having increased in the same proportion as it did 
in the three previous years. What was the reason of this 
diminished consumption? Opinions might differ, bat as he 
had been asked to give his opinion be would give it. It was due, in 
the first p!ace, to the great depression in trade which they had ex- 
perienced daring the past two years. What that depression was due 
to, he would rather not state at that meeting, though he thought 
they were all pretty well agreed on the point. In the second place 
there was the more delicate point as to the individual efforts of 
thos:e who hai the handling of tin in the metil market. He was 
glad to have the opportanity of speaking out his mind, because 
when he spoke out pablicly, of course, he did not lay himself open 
to the charge that he was trying to beguile poor men who did not 
understand anything about figures and commercial matters, Hae 
was speaking in the presence of commercial and mining men who 
could contraiict him if he did not say anything which was not 
absolately trae. Individuals could do a great deal, andif he bea 
dealer in a certain commodity, and took a certain view which he 
tried to instil into the minds of those who were in the habit of 
baying that commodity, he could induce them to buy, especially if 
they knew that person was likely to have the correct view. He did 
not hesitate to say that if bis (Mr. Strauss’) firm were to write to 
consumers, telling them that the time had come for the par- 
chaze of the supplies for immediate or forward requirements, it 
would make an immense difference in the price of tin, The 
statistics, wuich now said the increase was 6000 or 7000 tons, 
would dwindle down to their former state, and before three or six 
months had passed consumers would refill their warehouses and 
shops, which are now comparatively empty. There was another way 
in which large dealers and the individuals coald create an improve- 
ment. There were times when there was a temporary over-supply. 
It was then necessary that someone should step forward and bay 
that supply. Unless such a person had knowledge of the tin market 
and the probable supplies, it was useless for him to try and inspire 
confidence, and such knowledge was not possessed by everybody. 
They might ask him why he had not done this before? They would 
remember that at the Dolcoath meeting he stated publicly and 
boldly that from that time forward he should not do anything to 
support the price of tin, and he gave his reason. He found a:l his 
efforts which be had made on bebalf of the mining indastry were 
not appreciated, never acknowledge}, nay, worse, they were severely 


criticised by some cf the papers in the division. He 
saw in the papers who had ridicaled hie claims that 
when the mining depression came they said, “It is die- 
gracefal he should not do it if he has the power,” What- 





ever he did now he did for his own benefit, and did not study the 
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mining industry, They had now the future before them and he had 
told them frankly what he 6owld do, Tin was not sick; it was as 
healthy as ever it was. He could not find a black spot in tin except 
the accamalation of stocks caused by the reason stated. He wasas 
sure a hé stood there if they only got confidence regained ; if they 
got the dealer who had got the power to use his efforts on their 
behalf, they would see an improvement, not to-morrow, because con- 
fidence was of slow growth, but within measurable distance, and they 
would have as good a price for tin as ever they had, and Cornish 
mining would be once more prosperous. (Loud applause.) 

Votes of thanks to Mr, Strauss and the Chairman concladed the 


proceedings. 





SOUTH CROFTY. 


A call of 3s,—The losses reduced. 








A 16-weekly meeting of South Crofty adventurers was held on the 
mine on Friday, Mr. H. J. LEAN, the purser, presiding. 

The accounts showed :—Debits: Labour costs, £2497 ; merchants’ 
biile, £1449; INogan parish rates, £58; minimum rent, £10; one 
month’s contribation towards Wheal Agar pumping engine, £30;

Captain ARTHUR THOMAS said for the present they were confin- 
log their a'tention to developing the lode above the 235 east of the 
engine shaft and jin the 192 west. After holing the 225 with the 
crosscut driven some years ago, they would be able, with better 
veotilation, to stope east and west of the rise above the 235, and 
with the boring machine driving westward they would, no doubt, 
open opa good deal of stoping ground, through which no level bas yet 
been driven. At the 192 the lode was well defined and regular, and 
although so far the valae has not been high, still it was encouraging 
to find such prospects of something better farther ahead.

The CHAIRMAN said: Genflettien—As you are well aware, this is 
what is termed a statutory meeting —that is to say, the first meeting 
of the company after its formation as a Limited Liability enter- 
ptise—and by a very wise provision of the law we are assembled to 
examine the position of affairs so far as we have gone, and to con- 
sider any matters the shareholders may desire to place before us. 
You anderstand that the company, having only been 

rated since April 2 last, it bas not been possible to do mach 

itt the Way of attaining the objects for which the company was 
started. Bot at the same time the directors have tried to do their 
best in your interests, and what that best has been I shall have the 
pleasure of commanicating to you. It was thought by all of us that, 
h we might have fixed this meeting somewhat 

later in the year, yet having regard to the engage- 
ments that I hope we shall all of us very soon have 
to fulfil in the country you might not care to be called 
into London at a later date for the purpose of attending this meet- 
ing. Therefore, we have fixed the date for to-day considerably in 
vance of the time we might otherwise bave chosen. Our object 
being to prospect with 2 view of discovering minerals upon the pro- 
perty ¢f the Oceana Company, we have had some commonication 
with our agents in the Transvaal, and have ordered the dispatch of 
two prospecting parties into two of the most likely districts, with a 
view to their examination, and a report as to what can best be done 
there. You will, I think, agree with me that in a matter of this 
kind it is not desirable—even if we were competent to do so—to 
embark upon extensive operations atonce. We shall endeavour, as 
far as possible, to feel our way, and for the most part we can only 
rely upon the information accorded to us by those who are on the 
spot, who are acquainted with the properties, and whose opinion 
can be, more or less, tested by the experience of the directors of the 
Oceana board, with whom I have the hononr of being associated tn 
the management of thiscompany.

In the 
Klerksdorp district, on the farm Rietquil, 42 claims have been re- 
em on favourably by a mining engineer, and our manager in the 
ransvaal advises us that he hopes these claims can be taken up 
for working by an independent company.

earnest and cautious in guarding your interests to the best of their 
ability, and in carrying out the programme for which this company 
was formed—viz., to prospect the properties of the Oceana Company 
with a view to ascertaining whether on that large acreage, which 
was mentioned in !the prospectus of the company, there are not 
mineral deposits which can be dealt with to the advantage of the 
shareholders of the Oceana Minerals Company, 

Mr. G. G. MILNE said he was a large shareholder in the com- 
pany, and would be glad to know whether nothing had been done 
on behalf of the company in the Marchison district, 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that the company was carrying oat 
operations in that district, bot that the materials upon which results 
bad been obtained were on tlhe ground at the time the company 
took over their rights from the Oceana Company, and he believed 
that ander the agreement these materials belonged to the Oceana 
Company. The results, however, were satisfactory, going in some 
cases to 1} ounce per ton.

CENTRAL EXPLORATION COMPANY OF. WESTERN 
AUSTRALIA. 


The Black Flag property acquired. — The company’s 
prospects satisfactory. 











The statatory general meeting of the Central Exploration Com- 
pany of Western Auastral'a (Limited) was held on Tuesday, at Win- 
chester House, under the presidency of Mr. JaMEs JACKSON. 
The Secrerary (Mr, C. K. Rogers) read the notice convening the 
meeting. 
The CHAIRMAN said : Gentlemen—As you are all doubtless aware, 
the nature of this meetingis formal. It is called to comply with the 
requirement of the Companies Act, that a meeting of desthaiens 
should be held withia four months of the date of registration of the 
company. There are no accoants or reports to lay before you; there- 
fore, I propose not to enter into any detail, but to give you a general 
account of the working of the company, and a description of the 
properties that it has acquired, so that you may form your own 
opinion as to what the value of its assets is, and what the prospects 
of the company are. Soon after we proceeded to allotment nego- 
tions were set on foot with a view to dispose of one or moreof the 
properties we had acquired. These negotiations proceeded most 
favourably, and had they been completed the result would 
have been highly satisfactory, not only to the board, bat 
to you as shareholders, Unfortunately an incident bap- 
pened which had a wide-spread influence not only for our 
own properties, buat for the whole of the gold properiies 
in Western Australia; I refer to the collapse of the |Londonderry 
Mine. Up to that time mere scratchings of the surface were 
accepted as indicating the value of a property by a prospective 
buyer, and to enable the vendor to get it off on “satisfactory terme. 
All that has now been changed. We ourselves at the outset thought 
it was a disadvantageous event for us, but I think the result has, 
perhaps, proved that it was a blessing in disguise; it became neces- 
sary that weshould develop and prove our properties far more than 
they had ever been proved, It was an advantage in that way, as 
we found, at any rate, the property on which we rely most of such 
a vature that the more it was developed the more valuable it 
appeared ; and, whereas in April or May we should have been con- 
tent to take a moderate figare for it, in thie month of July we 
should demand a jvery {much higher price, At the time of the 
Londonderry failare the option over this property to which I refer 
bad not been exercised, nor the purchase-money paid, and as it was 
within our knowledge that an expert who, from his capacity, experi- 
ence, and integrity, commands the greatest possible respect in 
mining circles, was on his way to South Australia, ‘and about to 
land, we put ourselves in commanication with our agents in Perth, 
and obtained the services of this gentleman—Mr. Samuel Gifford— 
to report to us on the Black Fiag claim before we concluded the 
purchase. He spent several days on the property, and his 
telegraphic report to as was sufficient to fully justify 
os in exercising the option ani acquiring the property. 
(Applause.) I may say in paseing that the titles to all our proper- 
ties are now reported to be in perfectorder. We have since received 
from Mr. Gifford a written report on this property, of which I will 
give you some general features, In describing this property he says 
that it is sitoated about 35 miles nearly dae north of Coolgardie. It 
consists of 65 acres of claims in one unbroken line along the Black 
Flag reef, extending apwards of 3 milealong thereef. In the centre 
of the strip of ground for some 2500 feet the reef crops up very 
boldly, and stands oat of the surrounding country toa height of 20 
or more feet. At the ends, north and sonath, it dwindles in size, bat it is 
easily traceable throughout. It varies in width from 100 feet to 30 or 
40 feet, the general average being about 50 feet. There is a further 
reef to the westward known as the Wert reef, which is not so well- 
defined, bat shows very well throughonot the greater part of the pro- 
perty. It converges and comes close to the Main reef in the centre 
of the property,and Mr. Gifford says it will probably, at depth, be 
found to run into it. Gold is found all along this vast extent of 
reef. At some points it is extremely rich, and there are masses of 
qvartz taken out almost on a scale in richness with those 
extracted from the Londonderry. Mr. Gifford described one lamp 
8 lbs, in weight as having been broken off, and beld together by masses 
of the solid metal interspersed throughout the valaable parts of the 
rock. However, we donot depend upon the surface indications 
alone. The only part of Mr. Gifford’s report I should like to give 
you in detail is where he makes some general remarks upon the 
surface indications. He says: ‘Taking a genera! view of the reef 
exposed at surface, the reefs have a magnificent appearance, the 
size is immense, and they hold over an anusual length for this 
country—some # miie, They appear gold-bearing throughont, 
whilst very rich stone is obtained at afew points. Outside of the 
gold yield, it is the finest exposure of reefs I have yet seen in these 
fields.” Farther on, he deals in detail with that very important 
aestion—the supply of water. He refers to the capabilities of the 
atsto the westward of the claims ca which we have acquired 
an extensive water-right, and he says that for water catchment he 
has observed more evidence of wash and water shedding than any- 
where else in the field. Aclay bottom exists all over these flate, 
where water can be obtained at a depth of from 25 to 50 feet. He 
continues; “A valaable water-right bas been acquired by the pro- 
perty, where, by the constraction of reservoirs, dams, and other 
means of storage, water can be obtained which, in addition to that 
to be derived from the sinkings, will, I think, be sufficient for any 
purpose.” Now, this, in the language of a cantious man, whose 
words are very strong—“ will, I think, be sufficient for 
any purpose. The time has entirely gone by when you can deal 














witha pew from surface indications. There are sce .:'s, con- 
siderable in humber, and with some weight of opinion, who hold 
that the teefs of Westerh Australia do not carry their gold down at 
all. Fortanately, in this Black Flag property we have proved it to 
be otherwise, We have alotg that length of £400 feet four distinct 
shafts, averaging a depth of 70 feet, the shallowest being about 50 
feet and the deepest 90 feet. Ih every one of these in crosscutting 
the reef gold has been found. Mr. Gifford reports that among the 
pannings he took below the sarface, not one was without indica- 
tions of gold. He advises at the end of his report that we should 
explore the ground as thoroughly as poss'’'2, saying he was confi- 
dent that such exploration would jaetify * opinion that we had got 
hold of a most valuable property. Sinc: Mr. Gifford left, the cross- 
cat from the most southerly of these four shafts has got some 29 
feet into the reef, One recent telegram reports that rich bodies of 
ore had been strack; and farther, that the reef had been 
penetrated a number of feet farther, and that the ore 
remained of the same character. That wording was not sufficient 
for us, and we obtained more specific knowledge as to what the con- 
tents of that reef were, In the last few days we received telegrams 
to the effect that the first 8 feet of solid reef rans 4 ounces to the ton, 
(Applanse.) We then get in thiscrosscut some 7 feet of apparently 
broken ground, which only runs 1 dwt.; beyond that there is 14 feet 
of solid reef that averages 2 ounces 9 dwts. to the ton, and the tele- 
gram ends: —“ We have not yet reached the hanging-wal', and we 
do not know how many more feet of reef we have to ran through.” To 
anyone conversant with gold mining in Western Australia, these 
facte speak for themselves. I do not believe there has been such a 
find reported to such an enormous extent, and under such favour- 
able conditions throughout Western Australia, There is no possible 
doubt that we have got a most valuable property, and it only re- 
mains for us to develop it farther to obtain an enormous price for it. 
Mr, Gitford’s report is that of a cautious scientific expert. We have 
mech more enthusiastic reports from our mine manager, who writes 
that the surface catting in the 18 acre block is going on with 
marvellous results, the stone in many instances being literally im- 
pregnated with pure metallic gold, and that to all appearances we 
can goon breaking itupadlib. Of the other properties we have 
not received any detailed account by letter. Mr, Gifford has visited 
them, and his report ie, we believe, now onthe way, Develop- 
ment is proceeding, but as yet we have no important fact 
to impart; we bave, however, good reason to believe that 
these properties—one or more of them —will eventually 
turn out profitable, and that we shall be able to dispose of 
them in a manner satisfactory to the shareholders. We have 
secored a farther option in another section of the Western Austra- 
lian gold fields—namely, in the Marchison district, We have 
obtained it on favourable terms throngh the energy of our manager, 
and, jadging from the satisfactory finds made in a contigaous block 
of claims, it promises to turn out well. Yoa will remember that in 
the prospectus we declared it oor intention, if possible, to develop 
an agency for the sale of explosives and mining machinery, At 
that time we were in negotiation with certain firms. On making 
carefal enquiry through our agents on the spot, we found that com- 
petition was extremely keen, so that we have not developed that 
element of our business. We are not losing sight of it, however, 
and if we see a favourable opportunity of proceeding with it on 
lines which are likely to be profitable, we shall take advantage of 
it. I think I have said enough to show you you have got in the 
Black Flag and other properties extremely valaable assets, If the 
development should go on within the next two months on as favour- 
able lines as in the past two months, all I can say is you may fairly 
substitate for the words “great valae” “fabulous value,” as the 
phrase goes, “ beyond the dreams of avarice.” (Applause.) 

Speaking in reply to a SHAREHOLDER, the CHAIRMAN said it was 
the board’s intention in the case of disposing of the Black Flag 
property to retain a large interest in it, and, if possible, an interest 
in the controlling management.

Several Promising Reefs on the Property.—Machinory

The first ordinary (or statutory) meeting of the Komata Reefs 
Gold Mining Company (Limited), was held at Winchester House, on 
Thursday, the chair being occupied by Mr. H. WILson. 

The Szcrerary (Mr. W, J. Lavington) read the notice convening 
the meeting, 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen—From the notice you have 
heard read, you will understand that this is the first ordinary 
general meeting of the company, o ly called the statatory 
meeting, and convened in accordance with the Act of Parliament 
ander which a Limited Liability company is formed, We have com- 
plied with the conditions imposed upon us, although we should have 
preferred it, had a little more time been given us in order that we 
might have been able to show still better resalts, The registration 
of the company has been duly effected, and the response on the 
part of the publicto the prospectus was certainly a very favourable 
one, inasmuch as a larger namber of shares than we proposed at 
first to issue were applied for. In response to a strong desire 
expressed by many of the original shareholders, we allotted a con- 
siderable namber more, and these additional allotments were made, 
not at par, but ata premiam. (Applause.) We thought it wise policy 
to do this and to have our reserve in cash rather than in shares, 
and the resultis that all our shares, with the exception of 6000, 
have already been allotted. Now. as regards the position and 
prospects of your property, the public mind has of late been so 
moch occupied with, and absorbed in, mining ventures, that it is 
very likely that some of you may have forgotten the statements 
made in connection with your property in the prospectus. It may 
not, therefore, be out of place if I briefly refer to the property, its 
position and prospects, the machinery we shall require, and any 
other points you may be pleased to raise. I may tell you that some 
considerable difficulty existed in connection with the transfer of 
the titles of this property. All that coald be done by as and by oor 
solicitors was done promptly, bat when it became necessary to 
submit the proofs to the authorities out there we found that 
the special authority whose daty it was to look after such 
matters was absent, and the result was that we were 
put to considerable inconvenience, some expense, and 
loss of time. The transfer was not absolately effected 
until May 12. However, some advantage arose in connection with 
the delay, inasmuch as it gave as time to make the necessary appli- 
cation to have the three setts consolidated.

not, and we afé favoutably situated, more so than some 
of our neighbours, because we are in the face of the hill. 
We shall not be troubled with water, nor shall we require to resort 
to the expensive method of mining known as shaft-sinking. We 
propose to develop the property by means of a tunnel, regarding 
which I shall have some remarks to offer by and bye. Therefore, 
with the absence of water from the mine and the aid of water from 
the creek, I think it is very likely you will see the best and most 
economical resalts.

This 
White Reef property immediately adjoins the Buffelsdoorn Mine on 
the wert; an incline shaft has al:eady been put down some 200 feet, 
where the reef shows a width of 5 feet, and of equal value to the 
parent mine. Plans have been completed for the erection of a 
battery of 120 stamps for this mine, and it is hoped the nego- 
tiation will be completed at an early date. Well, gentlemen, 
I think we have done very well so far, and I think our 
policy should now be somewhat conservative. We should develop 
what we have in hand, and, as we prove our newer mines, we can 
take other blocks of country in hand on similar lines.

—(applause)—and that our assets would have stood at a valde based 
on the market qaotation of somewhere betweéti 8,000,000 and 
10,000,000. (Renewed applause.) Bat, gentlemen, so it is, and 
after the event perhaps we ought not to be sarprised wlreti I tell 
you that since the arrival of Mr. Rhodes and Dr. Jameson in 
England,on their late memorable visit ,azpwardsof £2,000,000 has been 
sabscribed by namerous companies for the purpose of wfdertaking 
development of mining and other important operations in Rhodesia, 
inclading the construction of water-works, the lighting of our towns, 
and numerous industrial enterprises. Your directors have felt that the 
confidence in their administration, and the belief in the value of their 
colony which these large subscriptions prove, shoald be met by corre- 
sponding liberality on the part of the company-(hear, hear)-and that 
such increaseshould be madein your capital as will admit of the 
company, by sabstantial outlay, farthering the opening up of, and 
aiding the means of access to, the country. The steady and gradual 
increase in the value of your sharés since our meeting in January 
last, affords you the means of sanctioning and confirming this policy.

Africa, but we know our position to within a few pounds. We 
have, however, had a provisional balance-sheet and pro- 
fit and loss account prepared as to that dato, and 
taking the assets at a reasonable and a safe valuation the 
fit shown amounts to no less than £98,956. (Applause.) 
dding to that sum the amount standing to the credit of 
reserve, there is a total of £131,143. (Applause.) The pre- 
vious dividends have absorbed £30, We now propose 
te [distribute another £30,000, making a total for the 
year of £60,000, and leaving to be carried forward no less than 
£71,143. (Applause.) Considering the small cash capital that 
we have had at our disposal, I am glad to see that you think the 
results are satisfactory. The desirability of increasing the 
capital of the company has been apparent to us for some time 
tt. When our general superintendent came over from Africa, 

e pointed out to myself and to my colleagues, as well as the 
agents, the necessity of this, if we were going to maintain our 
position. wish to tell you that for some time past 
we have joined hands with several powerful and influen- 
tial groups; and, consequently, you will understand 
how necessary it is that we should have ample funds 
at our disposal. I think, having regard to the result of 
last year’s working, you will have sufficient faith in us to give us 
these increased funds. (po we As it is some I'ttle time 
since I had the pleasure of addressing you, I should like to refer, 
before coming to the main consideration of to-day, to the posi- 
tion we hold in regard to several interests.

We joined hands there, as the blocks or claims in several places 
intersected each other. We have ourselves been doing a large 
amount of development on one of our claims called the Queens- 
lander, This, so far as we have gone, shows not a very wide 
reef; but careful pannings have given no less than 2 ounces tho 
whole way. (Applause.) On the advice of our agents out there 
we have recently purchased a farm of 6000 acres. We were advised 
that this farm was an excellent one, and we had it carefully pro- 
spected and made an offer for it. It is in the centre of the 
Selukwe district. Of course, while we were purchasing it we 
had to keep the matter very quiet, but I may tell you that since 
then no fewer than 1800 claims have been marked out on that 
farm.

in the market. Having referred to the advisability of increasing 
the company’s capital, the speaker asked whether it was the in- 
tention of the directors, if the scheme were adopted, to devote 
still more of their time and energies to the affairs of the com- 
pany, and less to the minor companies with which they were 
conneeted. 

Mr. Hottoway said he attended the meeting with the ox- 
press intention of asking the shareholders to agree to the in- 
crease of capital. (Hear, hear.) It was said that the property 
had increased in value; first, in consequence of the amal- 
gamation scheme; and secondly, owing to the strong French 
bank having given some support by saying they would take a 
certain number of shares of the increased capital. His opinion 
was that it was not in consequence of the strong bank being 
behind the company, but in consequence of the way the board 
had amalgamated certain properties with the company, and the 
increased gold output from South Africa, together with the 
present boom. (Hear, hear.) It was quite right that the share- 
holders should have as large an interest as they possibly could 





in the £200,000 to be issued, but when the fact was known that 





the bank referred to intended to support the company as much 
as it possibly could, it would not be right to attempt to with- 
draw from the contract which had neen made by the directors ; 
but it was quite right, on the other hand, that they should give 
that institution all the shares the present shareholders did not 
take, at the increased price of 40s. (Hear, hear.) He had 
much pleasure in heartily supporting the resolution. 

Mr. JoHNsoN, in urging the shareholders to unavimously pass 
the resolution, said that the company were not giving the 
French bank so much as appeared on the face of it. When the 
shares were quoted ex-rights and ex-dividends it was extremely 
probable that they would resume something of the figure of 
£2 5s. or £2 10s. ; especially did he think that would be the caso 
when the new shares were issued, because so many shareholders 
would at once put their holdings upon the market, and there 
would be all sellers and no buyers at that price. At any rate, 
they were going to take about a quarter of the capitel out of 
this country and put it on the Paris Bourse, which would there- 
fore give them two markets, and greater stability with regard 
to the market price. He (the speaker) had been interested in 
the company since 1889; he held over 1000 shares, and would 
take his full proportion of the new capital. He thought he 
would be doing himself a good turn in allowing the French 
group to have the shares at 40s., which ex-rights and ex- 
dividend would b3 equivalent to what would be the market 
price. 

The CuarrMan said he thought the last speaker had replied 
conclusively to the points previously raised. With reference 
to the attention which the board devoted to the affairs of the 
company, he himself was quite prepared to fall in with the 
views expressed. (Hear, hear.) As regarded the question 
whether the board could get any additional shares for the pre- 
sent shareholders at 40s. from the French group, he could not, 
in the face of the contracts and the letters that had been 
written, give any undertaking, but he would promise to see the 
parties concerned, and would let the shareholders know whether 
anything could be done in the matter, 

The resolution was then put, and carried unanimously, amidst 
applause. 

The Cuarrman then proposed a resolution, making certain 
alterations in the Articles of Association. 

Mr. Cawston seconded the resolution. 

Mr. Hawkstxry (the solicitor), in briefly explaining the 
alterations it was proposed to make in the Articles, pointed out 
that under the amended Articles the maximum number of the 
directors would be seven instead of 12, and that the qualificas 
tions of each member of the board would be a share-holding of 
£500 in the company instead of £100 as at present, 

Mr. Hottoway, while agreeing that the directors should be 
well paid for their services, objected to the introduction of 
commission as part of theirremuneration. He moved an amend- 
ment to the effect that the directors’ remuneration should be 
£3000 per annum instead of £2000, as proposed, and that the 
number of directors should be seven. 

Mr, Casman thought that the percentage should be paid to 
the directors after the distribution among tho shareholders of a 
stipulated sum. 

The CaarrMaNn suggested that the provision as to commission 
should take effect after 10 per cent, had been paid to the share- 
holders. 

Mr. Hottoway then withdrew his amendment, and the sug- 
gestion of the Chairman was adopted and embodied in the reso- 
lution, which was put and carried. 

Acordial vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors ter- 
minated the proceedings.

OUR SOUTH AFRICAN INTERESTS. 


TO THE EDITOR OF “ THE MINING JOURNAL.” 


Srr,—In your issue of May 18 you have a sub-leader criticising 
some observations of one of our local papers—the Standard and 
Diggers’ News—on the Charterland company. I note with pleasure 
you take a just view of the position. It will, perhaps, be news 
to you to know the Standard and Diggers’ News is a Government 
organ, subsidised by the Transvaal Government t» express their 
views and advocate any pretensions they may have; that its 
further interests are controlled by a German clique, who have 
the absurd idea of transferring the English supremacy to the 
Fatherland. The now notorious speech of the Transvaal Pro- 
sident at the German Emperor's birthday banquet at 
Pretoria shows what power over the President this clique 
controls. In this speech he practically stated—* I have euchred 
England out of Swaziland ; my road is open to the sea, and then, 
why, all hail to Germany!” This was promptly checked by the 
action of Lord Rosebery in annexing Zambaans and Amatonga- 
land. All the concessions granted by the Transvaal are given to 
German subjects; to Mr. Lippert, the Nationale Bank, the 
dynamite concession, lighting of Johannesburg ; to Mr, Beit, 
cement and lighting of Pretoria; to Mr. Schneider, cyanide 
manufacture; and Mr. Krant, woollens. 

It was English capital that exploited the Transvaal, at Buar- 
berton, Lydenburg, the Rand, &c., and now these conces- 
sion harpies come in, bluff the President with the idea that 
England is supine but that the all-powerful Teuton Emperor is 
a friend—in fact, the only friend Republicans have, and who will 








make England yield anything the Transvaal may require. Here 
is a country whose whole inhabitants are not so large as the 
town of Birmingham, boasting that it is an independint 


country, capable of standing on an equality with such nations 
as England, America, France, and Germany. ; ae 

The worst phase to Englishmen in this concession granting is, 
that if England should insist on the Transvaal fulfilling her 
obligations, then Germany would step in and bluster about 
German interest, &c. Ido not know if the English Govern- 
ment have any idea of these straw indications, but you, Sir, will 
be better able to understand that articles of the Standard and 
Diggers’ News are inimical to anything British. The phenomenal 
conquest and civilisation of Matabeleland is a standing proof

English Court of Appeal, which lays down broadly any 
rinciple affecting the relations between the passengers and the 
companies who own these highways, cannot fail to be of almost 
universal interest. Lady Meux, in a case, pecuniarily of but 
small importance, is to be congratulated in having been the 
means of extracting an unanimous expression of opinion con- 
taining a statement of the principles of the English law affecting 
these relations, which, while it will be read with satisfaction by 
the millions who travel, is likely to prove less disastrous to the 
interests of the companies themselves than would have been a 
judgment to the contrary effect, under which they would have 
reaped a transient victory.

Tue servants ot Lady Meux were going, in the course of their 
employment, from one of her houses to another, having with 
them a portmanteau which contained some livery which had 
been supplied to the servants by their mistress. Their mistress 
was not travelling by the same train, and the servants took their 
own tickets, and handed the portmanteau to a porter of the 
Great Eastern Railway Company at Waltham Cross to be taken 
as passengers’ luggage to Liverpool-street. The porter negli- 
gently dropped or overturned the portmanteau on the line in 
front of a train, which, passing over it, did such damage to it 
that Lady Meux had to replace the livery at a cost of some £23, 
and for this amount she sued the company. Now the company 
contended it was not liable as she was not a passenger, and they 
never contracted to carry tho luggage, but that the 
contract entered into by them was a _ personal one 
with the servant, and that they had contracted to 
carry the servants’ luggage and not hers, and that 
as there was no contract with her, no such contract could have 
been broken, and that, consequently, thev were not liable. They 
also urged that they could not be made liable for negligence, as 
the luggage was not lawfully there, since the portmanteau was 
accepted by them as the personal property and luggage of the 
servacts, when, in fact, it was not their property. At the trial, 
Mr. Justice Mathew, who heard the case in the first instance at 
the end of March, took the company’s view of the law, but on 
Thursday, on the case coming before the Court of Appeal, that 
Court, while agreeing that it was a true proposition to say that as 
the ticket was taken by the servant, and the luggage was 
handed by him to the porter as his personal luggage, the con- 
tract was made with the servant and not on behalf of his mis- 
tress, and that consequently she could not sue for a breach of 
such contract, yet that did not prevent the mistress from suing 
inJependently of the contract. The Court then proceeded to 
draw the distinction between acts of misfeasance and non-feas- 
ance which puzzle so many laymen. Yet it is very simple. The 
same distinction is drawn in those beautiful yet simple words of 
the general form of Confession in the English Church Prayer- 
book, in which we admit that we have done those things which 
we ought not to have done (this is misfeasance) and left undone 
those things which we ought to have done (this is non-feasance). 
For mere non-feasance or omission to do what was necessary— 
to see that the luggage was carried properly—the company 
were not liable, said the Court of Appeal; there was no con- 
tract with the mistress, Lady Meux, the owner of the property. 
But for doing an act which they ought not to have done, for 
actively dropping or overturning the luggage on to the 
line, which was no mere act of omission, but an act, 
and, moreover, a wrongful act; for this they were liable, since 
this was a misfeasance committed with reference to property 
which was lawfully and properly on their premises, there being 
no pretence for saying that if the company had known that the 
servants were carrying livery, to the possession of which as 
their personal luggage they had the right, the company either 
would or could have refused tocarry, although they had known 
the actual property in it was in the mistress who was not their 
passenger. The right, therefore, of the person whose property 
is injured does not necessarily depend on contract, but may be 
independent of contract, and may depend upon the duty im-

Quarrying. By O. Le Neve Foster, B.A., D.Sc., F.R.S. 

We have received a pamphlet on this subject, which ig an 
excerpt from the “Journal of the Sanitary Institute,” and 
embodies a paper read before that society on November 8, 1894, 
by the learned gentleman mentioned above, one of Her 
Majesty’s Inspectors of Mines. 

The only fault we have to find with it is that it is too short, 
and, in fact, the author apologises at the commencement for the 
impossibility of dealing with so large a subject in the space of 
an hour. Small as it is, however, it is full of information of a 
most useful kind, while the abundance of photographic illustra- 
tions do much to make up for the brevity of the text. 

After defining a quarry and the kinds of mineral obtained by 
quarrying, the author proceeds to describe the various processes 
employed and the manner in which the workings are arranged. 
He then goes into the question of the preparation of the rock 
or mineral for the market, and the means of transport em- 
ployed to get it there. His position as Inspector of Mines in 
North Wales enables him to speak finally with authority on the 
question of accidents, special diseases, and the law as relating 
to quarrying. We would express a hope that this pamphlet is 
only the forerunner of a complete work upon the subject, which 
is well deserving of extended treatment, especially from the 
hands of one so able, not only because of his official position, 
but also because of his great scientific attainments, to deal 
exhaustively with the bases of several great industries, 





The Metallurgy of Iron and Steel. By Thomas Turner. 
Vol. I. : The Metallurgy of Iron. (Griffin’s Metallurgical series, 
edited by Professor Roberts-Austen.) London: Charles Griffin 
and Co. (Limited). 

Tt is a curious fact that an industry of such pre-eminent im- 
portance in this country as that of iron and steel manufacture 
should not be represented by any modern standard work devoted 
to the subject. Small books upon it there are, and some of 
them excellent ones, although, perhaps, too many of them 
have been written solely with the object of enabling 
students to pass some examination or other, but of treatises of 
a size commensurate with the importance of the subject there 
have been none since Dr. Percy's classical work was published 
in 1864, Few industries have developed and altered more 
rapidly than has the iron trade since that time, and Dr. Percy’s 
book has for years now been out of date. It is true that Pro- 
fessor Howe’s splendid volume on steel has filled a part of the 
gap, but the need for a comprehensive work on the entire sub- 
ject still remained, so that Mr. Turner’s book comes at an 
opportune moment, and in answer toa real demand. That he 
has risen to the level of the opportunity thus afforded him 
cannot, indeed, be said, but although the volume now before us 
falls far short of what the ideal work on iron should be, it is, 
nevertheless, a thoroughly useful book, and at any rate brings 
the subject up to date. We, indeed, prefer to look upon it in 
the light rather of an appendix to Dr. Percy’s larger work, than 
as a book complete in itself, and we notice from internal evidence 
that the author himself seems to have looked upon his task some- 
what in this light, as he appears to avoid repeating, as far as 

sible, what Dr. Percy had already said so well, and his pages 
Pair! bristle with references to his illustrious predecessor's work. 
The arrangement which Mr. Turner has adopted in this work 
is, however, a very different one, being based upon purely genetic 
considerations ; he has throughout kept the history and develop- 
ment of the various processes in view, and has described them, 
as far as possible, in the order of their historical succession. He 
has thus produced an eminently readable book, and one that will 
appeal more directly to those for whom it is written—namely, 
“ persons who are connected with the manufacture of iron and 
steel, and who may, therefore, be assumed to have already some 
general knowledge of the subjects discussed.” This previous 
knowledge is obviously indispensable if the book is to be read 
intelligently, seeing that the manufacture of pig-iron is neces- 
sarily discussed fully before pig-iron itselfis described or defined, 
and that the author talks freely of furnaces making No. 1 or 
No. 3 iron, before a word is said as to what is meant by such 
grading. Under the circumstances, there is no objection what- 
ever to this arrangement, which possesses many advantages for 
those who know something of the subject, however confusing it 
might prove to those totally ignorant of it. 

The first three chapters contain an outline of the history of 

the iron manufacture. Then follow two chapters on iron ores 

and their preparation ; five are devoted to the blast-furnace and 

its details, and one each to the properties of cast-iron and to 

foundry practice. There are three chapters on the production 

of wrought-iron, one of these being devoted entirely to puddling. 

A chapter on the mechanical treatment of wrought-iron, and 

one on corrosion complete the book. 

As willbe seen from the above scheme, much that is usually 

considered essential to a treatise on the metallurgy of such a 
body as iron has beenomitted. For instance, we had expected 

to find a chapter on the alloys of iron, and one at least on the 

compounds of iron with the more importaut metatloids, especially 

with carbon and silicon. We find, however, that this latter 
portion is only treated of incidentally and somewhat perfunc- 

torily in the chapter on cast-iron, whilst the chemico-metallurgy 
of the subject is greatly neglected. Possibly the author intends 
to include these matters in his second volume, which is appa- 
rently to be devoted to steel. On the other hand, whatever the 
author does describe, he describes well, and he has shown sound 
judgment in omitting, or barely referring to, antiquated pro- 
cesses that have fallen into desuetude, so as to devots his space 
andattention more completely to those processes that arein vogue 
to-day. His account of the blast-furnace is particulatly to be com- 
mended, although we cannot but think tbat he has fallen into 
error in his treatment of the question of fuelconsumption. He sets 
down an equation, “ Fe, O, + 9CO = Fe, + 3 CO, +6 CO,” 
and then proceeds to calculate fuel consumption on 
the basis of 9 equivalents of carbon being required 
to reduce 2 of iron; allowing for the carbon that com- 
bines with the iron, and that required to reduce silicon, &., 
this works out nearly a ton of enthon to the ton of iron. He 
himself points out that good coke contains about 90 per cent. 
of carbon, so that the minimum amount of coke that could be 
used would be 22 cwt. of coke to the ton of iron. Yet he him- 
self shows that pig-iron is made in Middlesbrough with less 
than a ton of coke to the ton of iron. It is, therefore, obvious 
that his equation is wrong, and his mistake seems to lie in 
having written as a definite chemical equation that which is 
mere'y an approximate condition depending rather on thermal 
than on chemical consideratio:s. If the chemical equation 
were rigorously true, American pig-iron could not possibly be 
wade with 16°8 cwts. of coke to the ton of pig, and the author 
himeelf seems to besensible of this discrepancy when he comes 
to treat of the theoretical minimum fuel consumption. A more 
correct statement of the facts would be that about three times 
as much fuel is consumed in the blast-furnace in order to obtain 
the requisite temperature as is required for the reduction of the 
ore. Upon the whole, however, the chapters on the blast- 
furnace are about the best in the book.

author writes from the point of view of the laboratory and 
lecture-room rather than that of the works or the forge. This 
defect is the complete exclusion from the book of all commercial 
considerations ; nowhere are costs or prices mentioned, and the 
reader has no opportunity whatever of comparing rival processes, 
by what is after all the only valid standard. St must not be 
pe pa that metallurgy represents the application of chemical 
and physical scienge to the practical production and treatment 
of metals, and the raison d'étre of the subject of metallurgy is 
merely the economy in pounds, shillings, and penee, that can be 
prod by the introduction of scientific knowledge into this 
essentially practical art. Hence we hold that no treatise on 
metallurgy can complete unless the commercial aspect be 
prominently brought out, and the failure to do this is, to our 
mind, a serious blemish on Mr. Turner’s book. 

We should add that the volume is profusely illustrated, 

though the illustrations are by no means of a high order of 
merit, whilst scales are conspicuous only by their absence, 





Transmission of Power by Flectricitg. Published by the 
Electrical Company (Limited), 122, Charing Cross-road, W.C. 

Our readers will remember that on December 8, 15, and 22 
last, when dealing with the subject of motive-power for mining 
machinery, we drew special attention on the dates named to the 
subject of the employment of electricity for the transmission of 
power. We could, of course, go but generally into the matter 
in our leading articles, which, however, were based upon prac- 
tical experience gained in California, where this new method 
has been largely and most successfully introduced, and where, 
indeed, the novelty has already worn-off. In the book which 
we have before us, the question is dealt with from a more 
techuical point of view, and rather from that of a constructive 
machinist than from its practical application to mining; and 
with special reference to transmission by means of three-phase 
currents as distinct from the older method of constant current 
motors. We have also had the same work before us in a Ger- 
man edition, of which the present is apparently a translation, 
It is full of useful information of a somewhat technical cha- 
racter, which is, perhaps, beyond the appreciation of the 
ordinary mining man, and which he could not understand un- 
less he had previously gone through a conrse of studies in 
electricity. The importance of the subject is one on which 
we have already insisted ; electricity, indeed, opens out a new 
field in the mining world, as it enables mines to be worked to 
advantage, which formerly, unless they were exceptionally rich, 
could not be developed because of the scarcity and consequent 
cost of fuel and water.

LTHOUGH the past year of the Crown Reef Company 
A has been a record one, it cannot be said that it has fu! 
filled the antic:pations formed of it this time last year, 

when promises were made and prognostications indulged in, 
which have not been altogether realised. Nevertheless, in spite 
of this, the working of the past 12 months has been so brilliant, 
the present position of the company is so satisfactory, and the 
prospects are so encouraging, that no one can justly feel dis- 
appointed, but, on the contrary, should feel immensely gratified. 
Few will deny that the anticipations ertertained at the begin- 
ning of last year—when dividends of 200 per cent. were pre- 
dicted—were justified, for at that time the mine looked as 
promising as it possibly could, That the results have not been 
iu accordance with these anticipations is no fault of the directors 
or manager.

increased milling results may be expected. Commencing the 
year with a credit balance of £44,418 18s. 3d., the profit for the 
past year jamounted to £96,912 2s. 5d.,thus making a total of 
£141,331 0s. 8d. Out of this sum dividends of 25 per cent.— 
equal to £60,000—were paid for the half-years ending March 
31, and September 30, 1894, which, with £6000 transferred to 
the reserve fund, leaves the sum of £75,331 Os. 8d. to the credit 
of profit and loss account. Since then a further dividend of 25 
per cent. has been declared for the half-year ending March 31 
last. It will thus be seen that the profits earned during the 
past year exceeded those of the previous 12 months by 
£14,658 13s. 1d., notwithstanding the fact that the whole of the 
profit of £12,558 Os, 10d. derived from the cyanide treatment of 
the accumulated stock of tailings and slimes has been written 
off the value of the old works, thus showing the profits of the 
past yer to have been entirely derived from the working of tho 
120 stamp mill and the cyanide works. The directors and the 
manager deserve the thanks of the shareholders for reducing 
the working cost to such a considerable extent—viz , 5s. 1:176d, 
below the rate for the year previous, so that the cost now stands 
at an average of £1 7s. 6°755d. per ton for all charges, including 
depreciation. It has been the great ambition of the directors 
to earn a profit of from £12,000 to £15,000 per month, and it 
will be within the recollection of our readers that but recently 
the Chairman predicted that this would be realised. The board, 
however, have been disappointed, but there is every reason to 
believe that the time is not far distant when £12,500 will be 
reached. We hear now no more of dividends of 200 per cent. ; 
this is—for the present, at any rate—entirely out of the question, 
but there is every likelihood that 75 per cent. will bo paid for 
the curient year, and that the dividend will ultimately reach 100 
p recent. Thisanticipation isgreatly strengthened by the fact that 
there will bo no further expenditure on capital account, so that, 
with the exception of depreciation, tho whole of the profits will 
be divisible ; and also by the following statement in the general 
manager's report :—“ Judging from the assay record of the past 
year’s development work, the gradeof ore shows an improvement 
over p»st year’s rate. The assays in the lowest workings are 
most encourag ng, and lead your directors to believe that an 
i creased output will be made.” Then there is the large accumu- 
lation of slimes to be taken into consideration, the successful 
treatment of which will form an additional source of profit. In 
the past, these slimes have represented a considerable loss, but 
as the manager is considering the matter of erecting a plant to 
treat them, the future profits will be greatlyaugmented.

The figures of last year’s working are interesting :—In the 
mine 199,604 tons of ore were mined and hoisted, of whi h 
164,972 tons were from the stopes, and the balance of 34,632 
tons from the drives, winzes, and sinking of the new shaft. This 
shows an increase of 76,958 tons above the quantity mined during 
the previous 12 months. The development consisted of 11,839} 
feet of drifts, rises, and winzes in the reefs, exclusive of the 
footage sunk and driven in the main shafts and main 
crosscuts. The work was done at an average cost of 
£2 19s. 5:Ol4dd. per foot, being a decrease of lls. 11d, 
per foot below the cost of the previous year. The tonnage 
of ore exposed by this footage amounted to 237,964 tons, being 
37,179 tons in excess of the quantity milled for the year, thus 
showing that the development of the mine has kopt fully ahead 
of the mill. The depths of the three main shafts at date are 
as follows :—Main incline shaft, 20 feet below 7th level; No. 1 
shaft, 20 feet below 6th level; No. 2 shaft, 10 feet below 6th 
level. At the mill 200,785 tons of ore have been crushed, the 
duty per stamp being 4901 tons per 24 hours. This tonnage 
milled exceeds that of the previous 12 months by 76,146 tons, 
The cost of milling was 3s.

It will be seen from these figures that there will be no difii- 
culty whatever in keeping the 120 stamps employed. Notwith- 
standing that we are given the amount of. ore exposed, it is to 
be regretted that no estimate has been made of the life of the 
mine, Not that this is avery serious omission, but it is possible 
it may be misconstrued. The directors have gone to great 
trouble in giving the shareholders elaborate details of the year’s 
work. The report which they have issued is most lucid and 
comp'ete ; in fact, a more excellent report we have rarely seen. 
Having gone to this trouble, therefore, it is regrettable that 
they have made no reference to the probable life of the mine. 
This is the more remarkable, because it is to this point—as we 
show in another leading article—that criticism is chiefly directed 
in the case of Rand mines, and especially has this been so with 
the Crown Reef itself.

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be exhausted. Some data are, of course, needed to back up this 
assertion, so frightful to the timorous, and they are found for 
the most part in the fact that the augmentation of output on 
the Rand has been proportional with a decline in the percentage 
of the yield per ton of ore. Great stressis also laid upon the 
fact that in certain cases the large increase of stamping power 
has been followed by a rise in working expenses, Only those 
who are ignorant of the special conditions could accept 
these generalisations as in any appreciable degree correct. 
Unfortunately, many buyers of gold mining shares are not 
acquainted with the circumstances which modify these state- 
ments, and it is worth while, therefore, to point out their inac- 
curacy. To deal with the question of working expenses first, it 
need only be explained that in many of the hostile calculations 
no account is taken of expenditure upon plant improvements 
paid for out of revenue, As for the apparently damaging fact 
that the yield per ton of ore has decreased, it is really one of 
the most satisfactory factors of the outlook for the gold 
mining industry of the Witwatersrand. It proves conclusively 
the permanent basis upon which that industry is now being 
developed. Notwithstanding the general uniformity of the 
banket formation as compared with others, thera is wids varia- 
tion in the richness of the various veins and “leaders.” Natu- 
rally, the richest and easiest to work have been those to which 
the enormous gold output of the Johannesburg district 
has up to the present been due. So far as these 
are concerned, the story of exhaustion is in a large 
measure tiue. But by the erection of hugs stamping 
plants, it is found possible t» deal with the low-grade ores of 
the Main reef, which are at present practically untouched, in 
enormous quantities. The consequence is that it is found 
possible, while largely reducing the expenses involved in sort- 
ing, to open up vast bodies of ore, and to largely swell a mine’s 
dividend-paying powers, whilst prolonging its life by 200 per 
cent.or more. Even an increase in working expenses would 
not vitiats this policy; but, as a matter of fact, whera extensive 
batteries have got into thorough operation, they do not involve 
such anincrease. The lower percentaga of gold extracted from 
the ore is the proof that this policy is being generally carried 
out, and it is not necessary to do more than point to the pro- 
gressive percentage of dividends in order to prove its complete 
success. As tothe effect upon the life of the mine of the crushing 
of the Main reef, some figures have recently been given which 
show that, while the general estimats of the ore content of a 
mine in the Central Rand is 30,000 tons per claim, by utilising 
these low-grade ores it is raised to 100,000tons. Supposing that 
this isa somewhat sanguive estimata, we are still justified in 
saying that the average life of the majority of the Johannesburg 
mines now being worked, is, probably, double that at which it has 
hitherto been put. From this it will be seen how absurd are the 
general diatribes which some authorities continue to launch 
against the district. In the interests of Continental investors, 
rather than that of their better-informed and less-cautious 
fellows in England, these proved facts are worthy of clear and 
emphatic statement. It must be remembered that the increase 
of production due to this crushing of low-grade stuff in mines 
already worked is quite additional to the incalculable augmen- 
tation which may be expected from the working of the Deep 
Levels and of the newer series of reefs. We have now half a 
dozen companies making splendid profits out of the latter source, 
and, in a short time, the sinking of shafts will give us oppor- 
tunity to test the forecasts of engineers with regard to the 
former. The fact that such opportunity is being provided shows, 
at least, the confidence of the managers of the Deep Level under- 
takings in their future.

A RELIABLE indication of the extreme expansion of the 
mining industry under the impulse of the prevailing bbom—which 
shows, by the way, little or no prospect of any immediate 
decline—is the satisfactory figure at which the exportation of 
mining machinery to the various parts of the world appears in 
the monthly reports of the Board of Trade returns, Last month 
the money value of the exports of that character was three 
times what it was for the corresponding month of last 
year, while for this month the amount is double what 
it was in June for last year. South Africa and West 
Australia are the countries to which the greater part of 
the machinery is sent~as might, in fact, have been gathered 
without any examination of the official returns—and this, of 
course, takes no account of such foreign-made plants as are in 
some instances adopted by companies whose desire for speed out- 
weighs their resolve to have a British-made article. When the 
first six months of this ycar are compared in this matter 
with*the same periods in the preceding two years the 
increas9 assumes proportions which ought to satisfy 
the most pessimistic of prophets on the commercial 
and industrial outlook. It will be interesting to compare at

THe prospscts of the Central Exploration Company of

Shareholders, however, may be inclined to differ from the 
directors, as it seems natural for them to do when profits are 
diminishing instead of augmenting. It is not at all likely, how- 
evor, that they will take this fall seriously, for the report of the 
minager gives them information and figures with which they 
ought to be greatly pleased. They will also bear in mind, no 
doubt, that the richest silver mines in the world have had hard 
strugyles of late to keep their heads above water, and that in 
comparison with the majority of them, the Tolima has had a 
most prosperous time of it. The shareholders will doubtless 
be reassured on learning from the superintendent that the 
mineral in the main lodo is increasing in richness as greater 
depth is reached, and that bodies of ore in the winzes carried 
down from the soles of the 130 and 140 levels are of exceptional 
grade, rising to an average of 600 ounces, and in one place to 
as high as 980 ounces. In addition to this, other discoveries of 
a most encouraging nature have been made, whilst several parts 
of the mine look extremely promising. As evidence of the 
anxiety of the directors to do their best, they have succeeded in 
considerably reducing the cost of treatment, the benefit of 
which will te derived in the near future.

At a time when trade at home is being visited by the scourge

The total amount of the 
exports for the six months was £106,117,516, a decrease of 
£765,959, or only 7 per cent. as compared with the first six 
months of last year, when the total was £106,883,475. Prac- 
tically speaking, therefore, values have held their own, and 
there is reason to know that quantities have increased; then 
the export is clearly still on the upward grade—a conclusion 
which will, at the present time, be most welcome to all business 
men. In yarns there was an increase in value of nearly } per 
cent., in machinery and millwork over 4 per cent., and all other 
articles 10 per cent, As toiron and steel, compared with a year 
ago, the quantity for the half-year has improved by 1 per cent., 
and for June there is an augmentation of as much as 19 per 
cent. Pig and puddled iron is better than last year by 16 per 
cent. for the month, and 4 per cent. for the six months, and 
galvanised sheet-iron by 8 and 2 per cent. respectively. Copper 
for the six months has improved 15 per cent, in bulk and 15 per 
cent, invalue.

HE most important feature of the pist week in the 
Mining Market has been the widening of the interest

VICTORIAN GOLD MINING. 


a 


By THOMAS CORNISH, M.A.I.M.B., Author of “Our Gold 
Supply.” &c. 


TT Maryborough district lies north-west from the Ballarat 





district, and covers a largé area of auriferous country. 

The town of Maryborough is an important mining and 
railway centre, and is picturesquoly situa’ The great rush to 
the rich alluvial leads — as the Adelaide and the China- 
man’s in 64-55-56, was the cause of laying the foundation of 
the town and district of Maryborough. @ place was first 
known as the rush to Simson’s, the gold having been first found 
on Mr. Simson’s sheep station. A great concourse of diggers 
took place, many of whom were well rewarded, as the two 
principal leads of gold ran for miles in a fairly straight course, 
until water was struck, when the leads were abandoned for 
several years until 1865, when I and others took up some leaces 
at about the junction of these two leads on the Bet-Bet creek, 
known asthe Treasury Company. Another rush then set in, 
but this time expensive machinery was required for uowatering 
the mines. The main lead has since been worked for several 
miles, and by bores put down the leads have been traced for 
miles abead to Betley. The principal mines that have been and 
are now working have mostly aristocratic or historic names, 
such as John Bright, Bismarck, the Duke, the Duke Consols, 
the Grand Duke, the North Duke, the Duke Estate, the Duke 
of York, Royal Duke, Duke Extended, Duke and Timor, Duke 
of Fife, and Duke of Devonshire. It is to be regretted that a 
few Duchesses hud not been mixed up with so many of the 
ducal line ; they might have been more fruitful. 

As the main trunk lead winds its watery way down the Bet- 
Bet valley it is being junctioned with various leads and tribu- 
taries from other sources. The we'l-known Homebush lead 
from Avoca will join in about the Bet-Bet railway station, 
where the lead bears off north-easterly to join the Loddon Valley 
main lead. Near to Maryborough are the towns of Craigie, 
Carisbrook, and Majorea; these towns were also formed from 
the gold discoveries in thé ranges forming part of the Mary- 
borough gold field, and leads of gold were thrown off, bearing 
north-east passing under the extensive basaltic plateau towards 
the Charlotte plains, and all making for the main ¢hannel on 
the Loddon. The mines af chiefly the new Kong Meng, South 
Kong Meng, Napier’s Freehold, Napier Extended; the Chalk 
group, known as the Chalk’s Freehold, Chalk’s Estate, Chalk’s 
Nos. 1, 2, 3, and Extended, Stewart's Freehold; and others. 

The mines of this group, like those at Maryborough, have 
the great water difficulty to contend with, which, of course, 
adds much to the cost of —s the mines, and, in some 
cases, is almost too much for single pn ey to cope with. 
The wide expanse of basalt and drifts overlying the old gutters 
containing the alluvial deposits has to be drained while sinking 
and kept drained while working. As the underground works 
are extended and new ground opened the water keeps coming 
in. It becomes a serious matter for consideration as to whether 
the Government should not take steps to assist in the drainage 
of these main leads at different points. The development of 
these many milés in length of alluvial leads is of national 
importance, and should be aided by the State. The drainage of 
water from the mines, to enable many extra miners to be em- 
ployed, to mney increase the supply of gold, is of equal im- 
— to building railways on the surface to assist the deve- 

pment of the soil. The opening of gold mines and the setting 
of thousands of miners into profitable work creates & home de- 
mand for farm produce, which is of great importance to the tillers 
of the soil, 

At 8 point neat the Bet-Bet station, where the railway from 
Maryborough to Dunolly crosses the main outlet channel to a 
vast ates of highly auriferous country, there is an outcrop of 
schist formation on the Dunolly and Maryborough sides of the 
Bet-Bet Creek a little over s mile apart. Between these two 
outcrops the whole lead system for many miles has to pass 
in a concentrated form, and here would be an excellent position 
to place & very powerful pumping plant to assist in the drainage 
of an extensive area of auriferous country now lying idle for 
want of some hélp by the State as a really national work. 

At this special place the schist outcrop shows the lines of a belt 
of quartz reefs that crosses the main gutter, and which will, 
therefore, naturally have enriched the alluvial deposits. The 


reefs showing on the Dunolly side are the Windmill, Consolation, 
Garibaldi, jasgow, Bet-Bet, Northumberland, Walker's, 
Cheshire, Sydenham, atid Avon Réofs; whileon the Maryborough 


side the reefs outcropping até Kdown as the Lucknow, Duffy's, 
Harper’s, Arnét’s, and Olydesdale reefs. Very little work 
has been done on any of thése reefs but what is termed 
fossicking, except on the Sydenham line; but if a powerful 
pumping plant was erected at the Bet-Bet it would enshle 
—— to Pe work the leases they now hold (by 
shepherding) all along the valley for 7 miles of country, 
and give profitable employment to many tho 

men. A large public crushing mill could also be erected to 
erush the quarts that could be raised from the numerous quartz 
reefs that were proved — in the early days, but have 
been practically idle for the past quarter of a century. If a 
Vietorian Government could ever once be got to go in strong 
for assisting the development of its gold fields which made the 
colony, instead of wasting so much money over useless railways 
and other works in and around Melbourne that could have 
waited until the population was much greater than it is, there 
would be no outery of want of employment and dulness of 
twade, commerce, and industries. The production of more gold 
is the cure-all for the complaint of general depression and 
scarcity of money. 

As I have’ so often pointed out, it is to the long-noglected 
gold fields that Victoria must look for relief from the financial 
depression brought about by reckless squandering of borrowed 
money in unproductive works, and the indulging in land and 
silver boems to the neglect of its gold mining industry. Amherst 
and Talbot lie about 10 or 12 miles south of Maryborough. The 
first rush here was known as the Back creek rush, and was, of 
course, te the rich alluvial which was found spreading out from 
off the low ranges into the Black lead which passes through the 
town of Talbot and the Greenock lead, but bas not been much 
worked of late years. 

A number of qusrta reefs have been opened in different places, 
but few worked to any depth—in fact, little has been dis- 
played in developing the resources of this gold field.

had averaged 4 ounces 5 dwts. to the ton, and c'eared £4000 in 
dividends. In the March quarter of 1865, the Amherst division 
crushed 1305 tons for 601 ounces of gold, 401 ounces of which came 
ffofi the Dana reéf from 188 tons of stone, at 70 feet. 

The White Horse reef crushed a good deal of stone at about 
2 ounces per ton, and was worked with considerable success 
down to water level. The eastern reef runs parallel with this, and 
has also been worked in the early days with good results. These 

8 are now held by the Venice Company. I examined these 
reefs, and a large section of country about here which offers 
good prospects for successful development. At Gibraltar Hill, 
in 1864, a parcel of 6 tons or stone yielded 350 ounces of gold, 
This crushing was taken out by eight men in a week. rom 
the same locality 510 ounces was got from 28 tons, an average 
of over 18 ounces perton.

The Soeslan reef yielded 1 ounce to the 
ton at surface. From the Prince Alfred reef, near German 
gully, the prospectors took out 6 tons, which averaged 20 
ounces per ton, while another crushing of 34 tons taken from a 
depth of 100 feet gave 7 ounces per ton.

The reefs in and around Talbot and Amherst are well worthy of 
being systematically developed, and with the present improved 
appliances would no doubt soon open some good steady divi- 
dend-paying mines; but, like many other fields, little practical 
work fos been done for the past 25 or 30 years to prove the 
reefs to any depth.

Tincroft, like most of the few mines which still 
succeed in showing a balance on the right side, owes its escape 
from the fate which has overtaken so many other concerns in 
the county to its arsenic and copper. Had Tincroft depended 
solely on its tin during the past quarter, instead of a profit of 
£370, a loss of over £1000 would have been shown. Tincroft 
is turning out a lot of arsenic just now, the amount received 
for this mineral for the sixteen weeks being no less than £1400, 
Captain Teague, one of the ablest and most experienced mine 
— in Cornwall, was able to give a very satisfactory report 

themine. The prospects are, if anything, better than at the 
last account, and the shareholders have altogether every reason 
to be satisfied with their position.

Nor the least interesting feature of the proceedings was the 
announcement that the amalgamation with Cook's Kitchen is in

Ir is fortunate for Cornish miners that they are able, in theso 
times of severe depression in the home mining districts, 
to obtain well-paid employinent abroad ; but so steadily has the 
stream of emigration been flowing of late, that s»me of the 
Cornish mines have been scrionely inconvenienced. Captain 
Teague informed the shareholders of Tincroft that they had 
lost 14 of their best men in one month, and this was a serious 
drain on the mine. Asarule the most skilled and most enter- 
prising workmen emigrate, leaving the mines to be worked by 
those who have not sifficiehé confidence in their own abilities to 
try their fortunes abroad.

The first discoverics were al'uvial, and a great rush was made

miles south-east of Hall’s creek, in Butcher's gully, alluvial tt i 
ground 3 miles long was streamed. At the head of the St. j 


Mary river some cf the largest deposits of alluvial gold were 
discovered, and wherever water was found the golden contents 
were extracted. At other places—Mount Dockrell, Christmas 
er2ek, &c.—allnvial deposits were worked. There are about 300 
digg«rs on the field, most of whom are doing well; and over- 
landers are arriving by every boat, with the result that Wynd- 
ham is assuming the busyattitude of long ago. Wagons and 
pack animals are dailv loading up, ani the price «f freight 
between the port and Hall’s creek, over a fairly good road 200 
or more miles long, varies from £25 to £30 per ton. 

The reefing district is situated in crystalline schists, which 
the denudation of the carboniferous strata has exposed. A belt 
of granite rocks lies to the west, the Antrim lavas lying to the 
east. In 1885, Hardman reported the existence of a pavable 
auriferous field, numerous reefs which he had seen being of the 
ost promising nature. The reefs usually trend about north- 
east, and some of them can be traced for miles. The average 
value of the rock treated has been considered equal to an ounce 
yertcn. Some calcite is associated with the quartz, and gold 
has been found even in calespar; also much basic mineral is 
present. 

The Panton district is 30 or 40 miles north of Hall’s creek. 
Thera are two series of quartz veins, one striking north-east 
with the clay-slates, which, though persistent, are small in size, 
whilst the other, bearing east and west appear at surface in the 
form of large blows, and intersect the smaller veins. A large 
quantity of good water is met with at no great depth, and will 
require pumping machinery to free the workings of water. There 
is sufficient timber for fuel and timbering.
